flasher signals weie operating, bu t 
that after the freight passed, the 
bu s started across the track s into 
the path 
of the sou thbou nd pas­ 
senger train. 
The front end of the bu s cleared

track s,

Most ol the dead were passengers

(By Associated P ress) 
CAIRO, Oct. 28 .—'The next phase 
of the new battle for North Africa 
was shaping u p today in the widen­ 
ing gaps in the Axto desert defense 
line as B ritain's arm y of the Nile 
and Field M arshal Rommel's Inv ad­ 
ers i oiled an increasing weight of 
tank s into the fl st clashes of an 
expected cru cial test of armored 
power. 
A British commu niqu e which re­ 
ported “fu rther progress” Monday 
night and u nabated attack s on the 
G erm an-Italian

test of armor.
